There is simply no record as to who receives any certain number. Ballots 
are jumbled and sent out so that numbers cannot be traced. But it is a 
simple device with which to detect the addition of fake ballots. 
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Webster City Item Found 


A piece of Webster City, Iowa, history was found in Boston, 
Massachusetts, by Tom Denly. The item is an advertising missive bearing 
the name of G. W. Crosley, dealer in all kinds of boots and shoes in 
Webster City, lowa. ; 

The face of the advertising scrip looked similar to a piece of nineteenth 
century currency and was headed ‘‘Silver and Copper Tipped Boots and 
Shoes.”’ 

The reverse has six lines of a sort of pidgin hieroglyphic writing style 
popular at the time. 

The item as reported on and pictured in the November 1983 issue of the 
**Bank Note Reporter.”’

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Roy Lawrence Remembered 
Home Town, Coins & Cats In Will 


Stamp and coin collectors and the city of Anamosa are among the 
beneficiaries of the Roy Lawrence estate. He died in 1983 and left a 
million dollar estate to a variety of beneficiaries. 

Roy Lawrence is probably remembered best for his publication of ‘‘The 
Coin Collector’? a newspaper which had an extensive following in the 
years immediately prior to the founding of the Numismatic News and of 
Coin World which crowded out the smaller Roy Lawrence publication. 

He wrote a detailed will just a month before his death in which he: 

Established a $1,000 fund to provide flowers for his grave over the next 
20 years; 

Gave $500 each to two women who cared for him in his later years; 

Gave an antique bowl to a young Anamosa girl; 

Established a $5,500 fund for a five-year coin collecting essay contest at 
Anamosa High School. Students will write on the ‘‘Fun of Collecting 
Stamps and Coins.”’ 

Left $100,000 to be divided between four of his late wife’s relatives in 
California. He apparently had no living relatives; 

$500,000 go to the city of Anamosa toward the construction of a 
community center. But the center must be called the Ray Roy Marion 
Lawrence Community Center in memory of himself, his twin brother, and 
his late wife, Marion; 

His home and conents were left to the Jones County Historical Society 
and is to be called ‘‘The Lawrence Historical Home’’; 

He had two cats for which he left $1,000 each for their care; 

Any remaining funds from the will were left for the upkeep of the 
community center.

**Towa’s Oldest Continuously Active Coin Club.’’ 

BURLINGTON COIN CLUB 

New officers for 1984 are: Clarence Mitchell, president; Jeff Sourwine, 
vice president; Karen Lancaster, secretary-treasurer; Paul Lyons, 
historian. 

The most recent big event at this Club was the spring auction held April 
28 at The Holiday. The auction consisted of nearly four hundred lots — 
382 to be exact — with Dean Kolkman as auctioneer. 

The auction included four Flying Eagle cents, most of the key Indians 
and Lincolns, as well as many other coins in the denominations up 
through one dollar. There were also a number of proof sets and some 
currency. After scanning many of their auction lists during recent months, 
it occurs to us that if one person bought all the Flying Eagles offered, he 
would be well on the way to having a roll of that popular coin. 

Membership dues at Burlington are $3.00 per year for an adult; $1.00 
for an additional adult in the same family; and $2.00 for juniors. 


DECORAH AREA COIN CLUB 

We have received two bulletins from this active club. Attendance was 
running at 44 to 47 members. Members who paid their dues before 
January | were entitled to free pizza at the first meeting in 1984. Club 
medals were also being sold for $3.00 to members who had sold raffle 
tickets and $5.00 to the public.

Gold Counterfeit Detection.”’ 

Dues are $3 for adults and $1 for juniors. The Bulletin pointed out that 
this doesn’t much more than cover postage. 

The annual dinner Nov. 17 in Rock Island, was attended by 50 members 
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and guests, where they enjoyed an excellent dinner, bingo games and an 
auction of better coins. The new club president was elected: Ken 
Crawford. Financial report of the annual fall show revealed a profit of 
$449.72 which will carry the club through the coming year in fine shape, 
according to the Bulletin. 


FORT DODGE COIN CLUB 

The two or three page bulletin of this club always begins with a report 
on the current price of gold and silver and how the price compares with the 
previous month. 

The May bulletin went on with this paragraph: ‘‘The confrontation 
between the Iowa Department of Revenue and the Fort Dodge Coin Club 
has ended. President Peters and Past-president Dunn have met with the 
state people and the results, in the proverbial nutshell, is that the Club will 
not have to collect sales tax (on coins sold at the monthly auction) as the 
Club owns no coins, stamps, etc. However, the Club will have to collect 
sales tax when we have the concession stand at our annual club show at the 
4-H building.”’ 

Fort Dodge was not the only club concerned about the question of 
collecting sales tax on items sola at auction. Webster City collected sales 
tax for several months prior to the new ruling, and officers from the 
Clarion Club had met with an officer of the lowa Department of Revenue 
and were momentarily expecting to be ordered to begin collecting and to 
pay tax on items sold for the past year or two. 

All are happy the Department ruled as it did. It was pointed out that an 
individual can sell coins, etc., once or twice a year without collecting and 
paying tax. But, the third time tax must be collected and paid. Payment of 
the tax is the responsibility of the individual. 

Back to the Fort Dodge Bulletin. This Club has had a contest for the last 
two years to find out who can best predict the ups and downs of coin 
prices. Last spring a list of 26 items, including gold and silver were listed 
and members asked to indicate which ones would go up the most in price 
in one year. At the conclusion of the year, only 6 of the 26 lots showed a 
gain; ten stayed the same, and ten went down. Winners of the ‘‘Guessing’’ 
contest were: First: Terry Gstohl; Second: JoAnn Peters; Third: Dave 
Guddall. 

Officers of the Fort Dodge Club are: President, JoAnn Peters; Vice 
President, Lowell Guddall; Secretary, Steve Seger; Treasurer, Ted 
Guddall. Other members of the Board are: Gerri Dunn and Mary Buckly. 

This is the Club which will host the INA state show this fall, and 
naturally at each meeting there is a report of the latest progress on plans 
for the big show there September 28 to 30. Lowell Guddall is bulletin 
editor and auctioneer. 


CLARION COIN COLLECTORS 
This Club’s bulletins appeared following the first meeting in the fall of 
195 and appeared from time to time for the next few months while the 
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Club was meeting irregularly before settling down to regular monthly 
gatherings. The same person — Don Watts — has written very nearly all 
the bulletins during that period of more than a quarter of a century. 

During recent months a typical auction has included 100 lots, nearly 
half being U.S. coins and the balance divided among currency, trade 
tokens, postage stamps, postcards, railroad items, military items, and a 
wide variety of other small, portable collectibles.
